The most important thing I want to pass along to you, is that I know absolutely that my father is 
still very active, as is Nancy. Yes, you do survive physical death. My father’s transition was 
easy. It was a decision of his Greater Self and was a conscious knowing. He has a definite 
purpose now and I invite you to explore that purpose with me as we continue to fulfill and 
expand his vision.” 
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
